SV/A, MOUNT ATHOS (Update to OPDX.1420). A couple of weeks ago OPDX was 
contacted by Kostas Stamatis, SVIDPI, and he updated/corrected details 
about Monk Iakovos, SV2RSG. He mentioned that Monk Iakovos does not have 

a license from the Holy Council to operate, so his QSOs are "NOT" good 

for DXCC. However, in the August QST (pages 65-67) there is an interesting 


article called "A Pilgrimage to Mount Athos" written by Peter Vekinis, 
LX10F/KH6VP/SVOGV, where he states, "Monk Iakovos is currently the only 
one permitted to operator from Mount Athos.... Monk Iakovos is a SSB 
operator who wants to improve his CW knowledge.... he hopes to have a 
full Amateur Radio station set up by the end of 2019. He already has a 
donated IC-7300, small handheld transceiver, and a few other pieces of 
equipment. His biggest issue is that he has no power and needs to have a 
beam antenna and solar panels installed."
